A peep through one of the prison 
gates showed a partjfof Pittsburgh de­ 
tectives with drawn revolvers facing a 
great crowd of prisoners in the yard. 
The men appeared to be in great ter- 
or from the flames which raged back 
of them. So far as could be seen none 
of them was armed. 
Meantime the 
flames had crept along the Ohio river 
side and many prisoners confined in 
cells there shatterecflhe glass in the 
windows and shrieked for help. Two 
watch towers on the walls were at­ 
tacked by the fire and quickly con­ 
sumed. 
Persons in the street could distinct­ 
ly hear the shrieks and groans of the 
imprisoned men and it wan reported 
that a number had been hurt and tak­ 
en to the first aid hospitals in a sec­ 
tion of the prison remote from which 
the fire raged. 
Many citizens offered 
their services to the authorities and

Warden Francis announced at 2:15 
that he had asked Governor Sproul to 
send detachments of state police from 
the barracks at Butler ami Greensburg 
to help guard the penitentiary tonight.

ing out of violations of the rules of 
civilized warfare, inasmuch as the 
two lieutenants were brought to trial 
by the German prosecutor. 
Great 
Britain only had demanded the trial 
of Commander Patzig, 
of the sub- j 
marine which torpedoed the Lland- I 
every Castle, who fled the country, j 
The public prosecutor, however, after 
an examination of the evidence, or­ 
dered that 
Dittmar and Boldt 
be 
placed on trial. 
Convicted Of Manslaughter 
Lieutenant Boldt, who a short time 
ago retired from the navy, was or­ 
dered deprived of his civil rights. 
The men were sentenced for man­ 
slaughter, not murder, on the ground 
that the 
“officers acted on the im- j 
pulse of the moment.” 
An excited crowd filled the C ourt-j 
room Saturday. 
Many women and 
numerous friends 
of the prisoners 
were present. 
The prisoners looked 
more cheerful than at any time since 
their trial began, but their appear- i 
antes changed when their sentences j 
were announced. 
Dr. Schmidt, president of the Su­ 
preme Court 
which is trying Ger­ 
mans accused of violations of civ­ 
ilized warfare, in reviewing the case 
against the two lieutenants, declared 
the Llandovery Castle was torpedoed 
against the law of nations.

against the rocks. 
The vessel later 
proceeded down 
stream 
under her 
own power. 
First Mishap In 50 Years 
The accident, said 
by old river 
men to be the first of its kind in 
50 years, occurred Saturday 
after­ 
noon when the Rapids King, bound 
from Prescott, 
Ont., to Montreal, 
broke her rudder chain. 
With much 
difficulty the crew, by means of the 
tiller, managed to beach the vessel 
75 feet from Barnhardt’s Island.
